On 
tho second floor, at tho right hand, are 
two dormitories on either side of the hall, 
for I he female pupils. The matron's room 
is in this part of the building, and all 
communication between tho soxes is cut 
oil' by a door in the middle of the hall. 
At tin; other sido of the building aro two 
dormitories for the malo pupils, and 
rooms for tho Principal and teachers. 
Connected with each dormitory are two 
rooms cheerfully furnished, for tho use of 
tho sick, and adjoining the teachers' rooms. 
The bedsteads in the dormitories are of 
black walnut, and the mattresses aro stuf- 
fed with white hair. A current of pure 
air is obtainod by large ventilators In the 
ceilings, and each dormitory is lighted by 
windows on two sides.

The building was erected at a cost of
